Betty Ong, an Andover 
flight attendant on American 
Airlines Flight 11, speaks in a 
calm voice about stabbings, a 
noxious gas and hijackers in a 
recording of her conversation 
with the airline’s operation cen- | 
ter on Sept. 11, 2001, minutes | 
before terrorists crashed the 
plane into the north tower of the 
World Trade Center. 

Her fiance, Robert Lan- 
drum, has heard the recording 
before. Tuesday, the National 
Commission on Terrorist 
Attacks upon the United States 
played the tape at a public hear- 
ing. The recording was then 
repeated on evening news 
broadcasts. 

“My name is Betty Ong. I’m 
No. 3 on Flight 11. The cockpit | 
is not answering their phone. 
There is somebody stabbed in 
business class,” said Ong, 45, 
who lived in Andover during 
the year before the attacks. 

“Our first-class passengers, 
our first-class galley flight 
attendant and our purser’s been

Electing 
the town 
manager?

Should Andover elect its 
town manager? Should it design | 
a new senior center?

These are among the ques- | 
tions voters will answer at April 
Town Meeting, after they tackle | 
the difficult issues surrounding | 
this year’s operating budget. 

The Town Meeting warrant 
closed on Friday with 44 town | 
sponsored articles and eight pri- | 
vate articles. Andover residents | 
will address these at Town | 
Meeting on April 25 and 26. 

The Senior Center Task 
Force will ask the town to bor- 
row $500,000 to design a senior 
center. Last year, a similar war- 
rant article was withdrawn on | 
the floor of Town Meeting. 

According to Selectman | 
Mary Lyman, Senior Center | 
Task Force liaison, if the article 
passes this year, next year the 
task force would go back to 
Town Meeting to request | 
money for construction. She 
said the cost of construction is | 
estimated to be $5 million.

There was no swaying pock- 
et watch, but nine Andover 
teenagers were captivated still 
by the hypnotic magic of the 
SandMan. 

Alan Sands, a hypnotist who 
calls himself the SandMan, 
made believers out of a roomful 
of Andover youths during a 
fund raiser for the new youth 
center last Friday night. “It’s 
just like religion. It’s a spiritual 
realm,” he said. “All hypnosis is 
self-hypnosis.” 

According to Sands, it is not 
the weak-minded who are more 
easily hypnotized, but the cre- 
ative and willing.

Residents will decide 


Fire Chief Charles Murnane 
filed a private warrant article to 
adopt a policy the town has 
been practicing for more than 
20 years — paying 65 percent of 
all town employees’ health 
costs. 

Recently the town discov- 
ered it was paying more than it 
should for town employees 
with indemnity health insur- 
ance plans. The town has been 
covering 65 percent of costs, 
but should have been covering 
no more than 50 percent. 
Andover never approved an 
appropriate Town Meeting arti- 
cle authorizing such spending. 

Officials say 1976 Town 
Meeting voters meant to raise 
the percent the town was 
allowed to cover, but the article 
that year cited any the section 
of state law that deals with 
retirees. Nevertheless, select- 


men soon agreed to start pay- 
ing 65 percent of active 
employees’ costs, too. 

“There was a lot of interest 
in this issue, in this article,” 
said Murnane. “I think it 
should go back to the people. I 
know it’s tight times, but it’s 
been going on for 25 years.” 

Murnane said he is not 
under the town’s indemnity 
insurance plan. He said he was 
surprised that no one had filed 
a Town Meeting Warrant arti- 
cle, so he did, calling it a fair 
way to decide how to proceed. 
As for the outcome, he said he 
is not sure how the votes will 
fall. 

“Whatever the political 
winds are blowing at the time, I 
think is going to happen. | 
would like to see it pass.” he 
said.

Clairemont; it’s a great commu- 
nity,” said Justin. The open- 
campus school enrolls about 
1,000 students and class sizes 
average about 15 students. 

After school, Justin and Sip’s 
friends headed off to Sea World. 
There, the friends were given a 
tour and the opportunity to inter- 
act with the dolphins. “I learned 
how to make the dolphins jump 
and do other tricks,” said Justin. 

Saturday morning, Justin was 
told to wear long pants as he 
joined Sip’s family for their 
weekly pilgrimage to a local 
Buddhist temple. Justin was 
given a tour of the temple and 
gained in-depth knowledge 
about the religion. “I found 
learning about Buddhism very 
interesting and rewarding,” he 
said.

Police: High-priced prostitution at hotel

Andover police busted an alleged prostitute in a local hotel 


earlier this month. 


Carlie McBride, 21, from Australia, was issued a summons 
related to prostitution charges on Jan. 3 at 3:12 p.m. The alleged 
prostitution took place in an Andover hotel, but Andover police 


declined to name the hotel. 


McBride gave police an Andover address when she was issued 
her summons. According to Det. Sgt. Don Pattullo, police have 
confirmed McBride used to be a resident of Andover. He would 
not confirm her current place of residence. 

“She gave a couple of addresses,” he said. 

According to Pattullo, Andover police have charged about a 
half dozen alleged prostitutes in the past year. He said police have 
received numerous, anonymous calls, and that people who work 
at the hotels can often see when these sorts of activities are taking 
place. “It’s not hard to figure out what's going on,” he said. 

He said the targets of the Andover prostitution busts have 
appeared to be high-class hookers. 

“Some of them you would think are models. This isn’t your 


average junkie hooker,” he said. 


Women such as McBride supposedly advertise with escort ser- 
vices on the Internet and in magazines and newspapers, said Pat- 
tullo. To make a case, an officer will call up one of the escort ser- 


vices and set up a “date.”

Girdwood said no action has 
been taken on the agreement this 
week. The committee has met 
twice in secret, or executive ses- 
sion, since the agreement was 
made public, but Girdwood said 
it did not discuss this matter. 

An executive session held 
Tuesday night was to prepare for 
teacher negotiations, said Gird- 
wood. “That has nothing to do 
with Claudia (Bach)’s contract,” 
said Girdwood. “I don’t know 
when we're going to get to the 
matter of concluding this.” 

Former School Committee 
member Gerry Gustus said the 
committee has to vote on the 
agreement to make it official 
and binding. Gustus does not 
believe Bach should be given a 
contract extension based on her 
performance. He also disagreed 
with the way the committee 
handled the process. “I’m 
extremely troubled by it. I think 
it was done poorly,” he said. 


Negotiations 

Leaders disagree whether the 
agreement will affect other labor 
negotiations. At last week’s bud- 
get forum held at West Middle 
School Selectman Ray Hender 
said, “It would be difficult to say 
it would not affect other negoti- 
ations.” 

Finance Committee member 
Tim Felter agreed. “Any other 
discussions of salaries will have 
an impact on negotiations,” said 
‘elter. 

Gustus said the matter is 
clear cut. “To me the negotia- 
tions start somewhere between 3 
and 5 percent,” he said. Bach's 
agreement promises a minimum 
of 3 percent with a 2 percent 
increase if she meets “specifical- 
ly measurable goals.” 

School Committee member 
Tony James said workers’ pay 
should be compared to the pay 
of similar workers in other 
towns, to determine an appropri- 
ate raise, not to a raise given to 
someone performing a different 


job in the same town. 


Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski agreed that all 
workers should not receive a 
specific raise because the super- 
intendent did. “It’s not going to 
make the case that because 
(Bach’s) making X everyone 
else should make X,” he said. 

Finance Committee member 
Debbie Silberstein agreed. 
“They are not comparable.” she 
said. 

“T can’t see that it would have 
any affect,” said Nadworny. 

Andover teacher's union pres- 
ident Tom Meyers was contacted 
for comment, but did not 
respond by presstime. 


Why secrecy? 

Gustus asks why the commit- 
tee chose to keep the agreement 
secret. “Why did they keep it 
secret from us? Why wouldn't 
they be proud of it? This is sup- 
posed to be a positive thing - 
isn’t it?” 

Girdwood said it was hard to 
remember the process. “I’m try- 
ing to remember back to what 
we were thinking last summer. 
Maybe it had to do with the fact 
that she had a whole year left on 
her contract,” said Girdwood. 

School Committee member 
Art Barber said the silence was 
necessary to protect other nego- 
tiations. “If we made an 
announcement at the time every 
union in town would be stand- 
ing in line — which I believe they 
are now — for an increase in 
salary,” said Barber. 

Some parents say they want 
more information about how the 
schools decide to spend money. 
At last Thursday's budget 
forum, West Middle School par- 
ent Jim Hauer brought up secre- 
cy as a problem for school lead- 
ers searching for support from 
parents. “We need more open- 
ness. When you keep people 
informed, they go along with the 
program,” he said. 


Decision 

Barber said this week the 
committee should be thanked 
for brokering a new deal with 


Bach. Barber said financially 
and educationally retaining 
Bach made the most sense. Bar- 
ber said the committee studied 
what other superintendents in 
the Merrimack Valley are mak- 
ing and Bach is at the bottom of 
the pool. Barber also argues that 
a superintendent search would 
be costly because the town 
would need to hire a search firm 
and fly in candidates. “Claudia 
Bach is the biggest bargain any- 
where,” said Barber. 

Barber also supports Bach as 
an educational leader. “I have 
never seen a more competent, 
more passionate person about 
the Andover schools,” said Bar- 
ber. 

Gustus disagrees. “It’s an 
excessive pay increase for a per- 
formance that hasn't been high.” 
he said. “The bonus is offensive 
given the fees added, programs 
cut and the teachers laid off.” 

Gustus said Andover can’t be 
compared by surrounding com- 
munities because the school sys- 
tem is so different. Gustus said 
Andover pays for the adminis- 
trative support of an assistant 
superintendent and a business 
manager. He also said Andover 
isn’t as difficult a system to run 
as surrounding districts. 
“Andover doesn’t have those 
size challenges,” said Gustus. 
“People would be taking pay 
cuts to work for us.” 

Barber said when Girdwood 
leaves, member Dick Collins 
will be the only member of the 
committee with superintendent- 
search experience. Gustus said 
Human Resources Director 
Candace Hall has all the exper- 
tise needed to run a search. 

Barber is tired of parents and 
residents criticizing the process 
and criticizing Bach. “People 
like to bash Claudia Bach for 
some reason,” said Barber. Gird- 
wood said it’s impossible to 
make everyone happy. “This is 
not a popularity contest. We’re 
looking for someone who can 
lead us through the next couple 
of years,” she said. “It’s always 
easy to criticize in hindsight.” 


Public records denied — for now 


Schools withhold, charge for public documents

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
refused to release records on 
Tuesday from a secret School 
Committee meeting held the 
previous Tuesday. 

The practice of withholding 
minutes from the public or 
charging large amounts for them 
runs counter to public records 
law, said Peter Caruso an 
Andover attorney and Eagle Tri- 
bune Publishing Co. counsel. 
Last week, the school adminis- 
tration did not immediately 
release minutes relating to a 
memorandum or understanding 
that agreed to extend Bach’s 
contract through 2007, then 
charged the Townsman $92.50 
to obtain the minutes. Most of 
the charge was to pay for work- 
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ers’ lume spent reviewing the 
records. 

“I think it’s a punitive mea- 
sure. They are intentionally 
overcharging to deter requests. 
It’s an outrageous deterrent and 
contravention of the public 
records law,” said Caruso. 

Bach said minutes have been 
released as quickly as she can 
give them, but she is allowed 10 
days to release records. “I’m 
very eager to be forthcoming. I 
also have a very demanding 
job.” she said. “I can’t just stop 
collective bargaining. I do have 
some priorities here.” 

Bach said the minutes would 
be released in 10 days, or when 
Schoo] Committee chairwoman 
Tina Girdwood agrees to release 
them. Bach said the law allows 
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her to charge for services as 
long as the lowest paid employ- 
ee does the job. “Unfortunately, 
I'm the lowest paid person who 
can look at executive session 
meeting minutes,” said Bach. 

According to a handbook put 
out by Attorney General Tom 
Reilly, the law requires govern- 
ment bodies and agencies to 
make meeting minutes available 
to the public even from execu- 
tive sessions. 

“The minutes or record of 
every executive session become 
public records from the moment 
they are created; however such 
minutes (according to the law) 
‘may remain secret as long as 
publication may defeat the law- 
ful purposes of the executive 
session, but not longer,’ ” it reads.

Meet the mandate 


Editor, Townsman: 

I attended last Thursday's 
meeting between the Depart- 
ment of Education and Andover 
Schools regarding clarification 
of the state’s time on learning 
regulations. I am incredulous 
School Committee member 
Chris Smith believes there is a 
possibility that Andover High is 
not out of compliance with time 
on learning regulations. In the 
Eagle-Tribune, on Friday Jan. 
23, Smith was quoted as saying: 
“We need to reevaluate whether 
there needs to be any interim 
action, because if we're not out 
of compliance, why make any 
changes?” Smith is attempting to 
Wiggle out of the town’s respon- 
sibility to provide our high 
school students with 990 hours 
of structured learning time. 

Due to lack of adequate staff, 
students are not allowed to enroll 
in classes they might choose and 
instead are placed in study halls. 
The DOE does allow “directed 
study” to count toward time on 
learning but there are guidelines, 
which I believe AHS does not 
meet. Quoting from the DOE 
Web site: 

* “Directed study requires 
students to be engaged in activi- 
ties directly related to their pro- 
gram of studies, and a teacher 
must be available to assist stu- 
dents.” 

* “The intent of these kinds of 
study situations is to guarantee 
productive time spent in a struc- 
tured format.” 

* “Traditional study halls are 
not considered ‘directed’ or 
‘independent’ study solely 
because of the presence of a 
teacher in the room.” 

It is disingenuous for any 
School Committee member to 
say AHS is meeting time on 
learning and simply rename 
“study halls” as “directed stud- 
ies.” Andover’s students want to 
be in classrooms, they want to 
learn, and they want to experi- 
ence areas outside of the core 
academics. High school families 
are already paying bus fees, ath- 
letic fees, and fundraising for 
clubs — all operating costs previ- 
ously funded by property taxes. 
It is the town’s responsibility to 
meet the state mandates of time 
on learning in an honest manner.

Courts stop town on health-care move

A court has blocked the town from 
cutting the amount it covers for 
employee indemnity health insur- 
ance, at the request of the police and 
firefighters unions. 

It was one of two lawsuits filed 
against the town of Andover, both 
calling for a preliminary injunction to 
prevent the town from decreasing the 
percent it pays toward indemnity 
health insurance plans for town 
employees. 

On Jan. 23, the Andover Firefight- 
ers Association, the Andover Police 
Patrolmen’s Union and Albert Del- 
dotto, Richard Hartman, Lawrence 
Pierce and William Canane on behalf 
of similarly situated individuals were 
granted the injunction by Essex 
Superior Court. 

According to Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, the four names listed 
are recipients of the indemnity health 
insurance plan who would have had 
to pay half of their health insurance 
costs, as opposed to the 35 percent 
they are used to. The change would 
have gone into effect on Feb. 1. 

A similar request was also filed by 
the Massachusetts Teachers Associa- 
tion on behalf of the Andover’s 
teachers’ union the same day a judge 


granted the injunction. Tom Meyers, 
president of teachers’ union, said the 
judge's current order covers all town 
employees and will make the town 
continue to pay 65 percent until a rul- 
ing is made. 

“We believe stopping it was ille- 
gal,” said Meyers of the 65 percent 
coverage. 

Stapezynski said the unions had 
told town officials they were plan- 
ning to file suit and ask for an injunc- 
tion. “They told us they were going 
directly to the courts. It was expect- 
ed,” said Stapezynski. 

Meyers said the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association has also filed 
with labor relations. A hearing is set 
for Feb. 23. 

Under state law, towns can only 
pay 50 percent of the health costs of 
employees under such plans. A town 
can pay more if Town Meeting 
approves the expense. A vote at 
Town Meeting in 1978 approved the 
65 percent funding for retirees only. 
not for active employees. However, 
shortly thereafter the town began. 
paying 65 percent of its employees 
costs, too. 

As a result, for more than 20 years 
town employees on the indemnity 
health care plan have paid 35 percent 
of their insurance costs, while the

To make the 65 percent rate legal, 
Town Meeting would have to adopt 
the state law that Stapezynski claims 
it meant to approve 26 years ago. Fire 
Chief Charles H. Murnane and others 
have submitted a warrant article to 
that effect which residents are slated 
to vote on at Town Meeting on April

HE OUTDOOR THERMOMETERS MIGHT BI 
reading single digits, but backyard skating 
rink owners say this winter scores a per- 

fect 10. 

They’re gleefully welcoming the snow-free 
and bitterly cold weather that’s descended dur- 
ing the wicked winter of 2004. Those conditions 
are ideal for ice skating, and backyard rinks 
around town are booming as a result. There’s no 
official record of rinks in Andover, but those in 
the know say there are probably about 100. 

January offered perfect weather for these ice- 
skating surfaces as the month averaged 12 
degrees below normal each day, according to 
Bernie Rayno, a meteorologist with 
AccuWeather Service. This pattern is expected 
to continue well into February 

“On a scale of 10, I give it a perfect 10,” said 
Brian Flannery of Mercury Circle, whose had a 
backyard rink for the past five years. He con- 
verts his Sport Court into a 35 by 75-foot rink 
each winter. “And, it’s been great this winter,” he 
said, 

Ed Oteri of Dean Circle, also a longtime 
backyard rink rat, agreed conditions “have been 
ideal this winter, making the ice terrific.” 

“And, the forecast is cold for the next eight to 
10 days. That’s great,” he said last Monday 

Last Saturday afternoon, the thermomete! 
read just 7 degrees at Joe Beaulac’s 36 by 60- 
foot backyard rink at the corner of Lowell and 
Lincoln streets. But the smiling Beaulac was 
taking the cold temperature in stride. He was 
having fun just watching the crowd of young 
skaters and their red cheeks and noses. They 
warmed up by a rink-side fireplace, while 
Beaulac’s wife, Eliza, offered hot chocolate. It 
was a Currier and Ives scene all the way 

“This is why we do it. For the kids,” Beaulac 
said. “It’s kind of like a fraternity thing for the 
guys who do this. Lots of us are into hockey and 
having a rink is fun.” 

Beaulac said hockey dads typically visit 
someone who has a rink and they get inspired to 
do it themselves. For him, it was Peter King’s 
rink on Wedgewood Drive that 
offered inspiration a couple of 
years ago, 

In fact, King has served as a 
backyard rink consultant of sorts 
around town for years, as he’s been 
expanding his rink for five years 
and likes to help out anyone who 
asks. Now, he’s got four-foot-high 
boards on all sides of his rink and 
eight lights for nighttime skating 
His rink connects to a four-season 
porch off the back of his house 

“Yeah, I'd agree that it’s a fra- 
ternity of hockey guys doing this,” 
said King. 

“When we were growing up, 
you could walk to a pond and skate 
all day. Now, it’s different. Where 
are you going to go in Andover? 
It’s not the same, so us guys have 
rinks,” King said. 

Andover does not require per- 
mits for backyard rinks, so there is 
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~ RINK TIPs ~ 

Local backyard-rink buffs offered these tips 
to anyone thinking about putting a rink in their 
yard: 

* The lawn must be level. 

* Three to six inches of water is needed for 
the ice. 

¢ White plastic liners work better than clear 
plastic liners, as the ice does not melt so fast. 

* Check the weather and pour the water a 
few days before freezing temperatures roll in. 
Many local rinks were set up Thanksgiving 
weekend. 

* Don’t be dismayed by New England 
weather. Local rinks were soft puddles at 
Christmas, but transformed into great rinks 
when the weather turned cold. 

* Putting netting above the rink boards helps 
keep pucks on the ice. 

* Use a hose to lightly water the ice each 
night to get smooth ice for the next day 

* Lawns underneath rinks are not ruined. In 
fact, they are typically the greenest part of the 
lawn every spring. 

* Beware of errant pucks when mowing the 
lawn for the first time in the spring. Ruined 
lawnmower blades are probably the biggest haz- 
ard of backyard rinks.

For AHS to reach the 990 hours of annual learning time 


Study halls possible key 
to class-time compliance 


By Meir Rinde 
rTUDY HALLS MAY BE THE BEST WAY for 
Andover High School to reach the 990 
hours of annual learning time required 
under Education Reform, after all, state education 
officials told the School Committee last week. 

Districts are allowed to count directed study as 
learning time. But Superintendent Claudia L. 
Bach and high school Principal Peter J. Anderson 
have chosen not to count study halls, saying par- 
ents want their children to spend more time in 
regular classes. That, and a number of teacher lay- 
offs last year, forced the school below the required 
number of hours. 

But Deputy Education Commissioner Mark K. 
McQuillan and two other officials from the 
Department of Education said keeping study halls 
small and making sure the supervising teachers 
give students homework help would allow the 
halls to qualify as “directed study.” 

McQuillan said not counting study halls is a 
“conservative” method of calculating learning 
time and that Andover could begin counting them, 
even if they are not described as school credits on 
students’ transcripts. 

Reaching the 990-hour requirement is the 
department's priority, regardless of whether study 
halls are used, he said. 

Last Thursday’s meeting at the state Depart- 
ment of Education offices in Malden was the first 
between DOE officials and any school committee, 
said John Stager, head of the department’s Pro- 
gram Quality Assurance Services 

It is also the first time a district has been 
ordered to add learning hours for a whole school, 
he said. 

“Complaints in the past focused on individual 
students,” Stager told the committee. “This the 
first ‘class-action’ complaint. We have received 


no other complaints, though it is possible there 
are other districts out of compliance.” 

In addition to the committee, Anderson, Bach 
and parent leaders Ellen Travers and Kristin Wise 
attended the meeting. In November, Travers 
helped initiate the complaint against the district 
that led the department to order learning time at 
the high school increased from 868 hours a yeai 
to the required 990. 

Most students now take at least two study hall 
per year and many take more, a situation Bach 
says she wants to change. She wants to hire 16 
teachers at an annual cost of $670,000 so mor 
courses can be added. As an interim measure, se\ 
eral teachers may be hired by Feb. 2, when the 
next semester begins. 

But if the existing study halls fulfill state 
requirements, it may not be necessary to create as 
many new classes as Bach has proposed, School 
Committee member Christopher Smith said after 
the meeting. 

“We need to re-evaluate whether there needs t 
be any interim action, because if we're not out of 
compliance, why make any changes?” Smith 
asked. 

“Or why make changes to the extent that was 
being proposed? The meeting definitely leaves 
next year’s plan entirely up in the air.” 

At the same time, Wise, president of the Town 
wide Parent-Teachers Organization, said she does 
not agree that the high school’s study halls meet 
the Department of Education’s definition of learn- 
ing time. Teachers see them as a contractually 
required “duty” time rather than a class, and stu- 
dents do not go to the supervising instructor for 
help, she said. 

“You can’t just count it,” Wise said. “There is 
no directed study at the high school, as perceived 
by students.”

Agreement ends first strike in 27 years for Haverhill company 


By Kathleen McLaughlin 

A strike at the local Pepsi distributor has 
ended with workers ratifying a four-year con- 
tract, which one union officer said included an 
important step toward improving morale. 

Most of the 58 union employees returned to 
work on Jan. 20 at Pepsi-Cola for the Merri- 
mack Valley. Drivers, whose routes depend on 
sales that have been largely suspended since 
the strike started at midnight on New Year's 
Day, planned to go back to work on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 21. 

Strikers said their action, the first strike in 
27 years, was partly a reaction to General 
Manager David Sorrie’s strict style, but they 
were appeased when the company relaxed its 
policy on when workers might have to present 
a doctor's note for sick days. 

Instead of asking for a note at any time, 
management now will have to wait until the 
fourth of five sick days. 

“That gives us a three-day grace period to 
not bust our chops,” said Steve Misserville, 
secretary for Local 513 of the New England

HE CHANCE OF A LIFETIME DIDNT 
work out for Andover flutist Judy 
Braude. After a misunderstanding 
stopped her from attending a cov- 
eted audition with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, she found out she was one of 16 
players being considered for the position. 
But she is looking to the future — and 
another possible audition with the BSO. 
The BSO — known to many for the 
Boston Pops Esplanade performances in the 
summer — is one of the top orchestras in the 


| world. With a salary topping $130,000 for 


many players, it is one of the best jobs a 
musician can get, said Braude, 

When Braude heard there was an open- 
ing for a flutist, she practiced eight hours a 
day to create an audition recording. In early 
December, she got a form letter that said 


from the quality of her recording she 
shouldn't continue trying for the position, 
but that she could appeal the decision if she 
felt the recording didn’t represent her best 
work. 

“I was absolutely devastated. I still am,” 
said Braude. 

For weeks after, she burst into tears when 
she turned on her car radio and heard music, 
or when she went to rehearsal for the Merri- 
mack Valley Philharmonic. Braude said she 
came down with pneumonia during that 
time. 

But on Wednesday, Dec. 31, Braude got 
a phone call that she still doesn’t under- 
stand. The BSO manager called her to ask if 
she would be attending the audition on the 
following Monday. 

“I nearly dropped the phone,” said 
Braude. The surprise forced her to make the 
difficult decision over whether she could 
prepare the required audition pieces, and 
she asked for New Year’s Day to make her 
decision. 

Braude and her husband cut New Year’s 
Eve plans short — an overnight stay at an inn 
in Woodstock, Vt. after she played a gig 
there — so she could return to Andover to 
practice. 

“It was horrible. We didn’t drink (to cel- 
ebrate the new year) at all,” said Braude. 

Braude was still sick with pneumonia but 
spent all day playing through a four-inch 
thick binder of audition pieces. 

She had to master selections from 11 dif- 
ferent compositions, by 11 different com- 
posers. 

“It’s like an Olympic competition. It took 
me 10 hours to work through it all on New 
Year’s Day,” she said. 

She said there were selections chosen 
that are impossible for many flute players to 
play accurately without taking a breath. The 
audition pieces also would require her to 
keep time silently and come back in on 
tempo after 15 or more beats, a difficult 
task, said Braude. 

Braude decided not to attend the audi- 
tion. The other players had the advantage of 
weeks to prepare, while she only had days. 
“I decided it was too difficult to play,” said 
Braude. 

After the audition, Braude read in a news 
report that she was one of 16 flutists, world-

Entries solicited for 2004 Tambakos Video Competition 


HE WORK OF THE NEXT Steven 
Spielberg or Francis Ford 
Coppola could be among the 
dozens of videotapes expected to 
arrive at Merrimack College by 
March 15. 

The annual Tambakos Video 
Competition gives young filmmak- 
ers a chance to showcase their cre- 
ativity. The competition started four 
years ago with help from George 
Fruth, a Tony Award-winning actor 
and playwright, in memory of Peter 
Tambakos, a 1974 Merrimack Col- 
lege graduate. 

The competition is open to high 
school and college students all over 
the country. 

Peter Waldron, program director 
for Merrimack College’s Rogers 
Center for the Arts, said he expects 
100 entries from around the country 
for this year’s competition. The idea 
is to give young, hopeful filmmakers 
encouragement and a chance to 
show their work. Of course, the cash 
prizes are an added incentive for 
those hoping for a film future. 
Waldron said $1,700 will be 
divided among winners of three cat- 
egories and two age groups. The 
three categories are animation and 
experimental, short films under 20 
minutes, and nonfiction films. 


Waldron describes the art of film- 


making as telling a story ina 
remarkable way. He said the number 
of young people telling such stories 
is increasing. 

“I think the trend has to do with 
the technology itself. Accessibility is 
the trend,” he said. “Now everyone 
has a digital camera. It’s phenome- 
nal what people can do with very lit- 
tle money,” 

Waldron said there is no secret to 
winning — the quality of the work 
and quality of the story should be 
what wows this year’s judges. 

At last year’s competition, after 
the judges watched the film that 
eventually won the animation prize, 
they decided to watch it again, he 
said. 

“Something strikes you as a 
judge. The ones that win the prizes, 
they just stand out,” Waldron said. 
“As human beings, we love to tell 
our stories. Filmmaking, that’s all it 
is, is telling stories.” 

The awards will be presented and 
the films will be shown on May | at 
the Rogers Center. There is a $10 
entry fee. Submissions should be 
mailed to: Tambakos Video Compe- 
tition, c/o Peter Waldron, Rogers 
Center for the Arts, Merrimack Col- 
lege, North Andover, MA 01845. 

“Hopefully, we give some 
encouragement to young people,” 
said Waldron.
